This 
bright chatter of students on the 
steps of the museums (where the 
co-eds arc still allowed to linger 
unhindered) will be replaced by, nn 
all-pervading silence, as the gox- 
slpcrs move to the natural habitat 
of moles, worms, and other un- 
savory creatures. 

In a dramatic announcement 
from the principle's office yester- 
day the word was given to an ob- 
livious campus: "The Tunnel wiil 
open Monday!" In this modest fa- 
shion McGillians were told that the 
work they had been watching for 
a year had :it last been brought 
to completion. No more are stu- 
dents who dwell to the west of the 
campus expected to clamber over 
around and through tortuous h-. j ;

Graduates arc more interested In 
how the Rcdmen fare than the 
students, according to ticket sales 
for the McGlll-Quccns game.

"Champion," a Canadian Com- 
munist youth newspaper was dis- 
tributed to third year Engineering 
students in thc auditorium of the 
newly opened Physical Science 
centre yesterday.

Thc Dally was unable to learn 
thc names ot thc persons involved 
or whether thc distribution was 
authorized by universities author- 
ities.

"Champion" has been called thc 
official organ of . the Communist 
Youth Movement in Canada. In its 
short history of less than a year It 
has had several brushes with the 
police. The most notable was the 
incident at the Forum last year 
when the paper heading an inter- 
view with Maurice Richard was 
distributed after an NHL hockey 
game. Montreal, police intervened 
and broke up the affair. 

The paper handed out today con- 
tained a story on Moscow Univer- 
sity. It was presumed by students 
that this was the excuse for class- 
100m distribution. The story, prom- 
inently displayed, painted a rosy 
picture ot Soviet university life 
speaking ot suites for professor' 
and other features.

. Ten or twelve years ago, a publication 
fis started by several students to serve as 
» medium in placing before the general pub- 
lie the best of undergraduate creative writing 
at McGill. Thev endowed it with the nnmc^of 
j'orge _ The Literary Magasine of McGill 
University. Since then the little booklet has 
had its 'tips arid downs' but mostly the latter. 

There liavc been many questions on the 
,'uture of Forge, particnlarily in the past year. 
•Originally it was published quarterly and its 
s first issues received with customary mild en- 
thusiasm; then as a few years past it came 
out twice a year and interest in it began to 
centre in a smaller group. Since 1D49 it has 
been published only once a year with a com- 
.paratively small number of students paying 
* î quarter to purchase it. 

Reports of its approzimnte circulation 
during the past three years shows a very 
discouraging trend for its future. Three years 
ago it is estimated that fifteen hundred cop- 
ies were sold, followed by a thousand copies 
the next year, and during the past year the 
figure was down to less than seven hundred 
purchased copies. A report from the Studen'* 



Council office informs us that there are sever- 
al bundles of the booklet still not opened in 
the storeroom at present. 

This is indicative of only one thing; stud- 
ents don't care about it and do not take en- 
ough interest in it to sec if there is- good, or 
for that matter bad, creative writing being 
done at McGill. The answer to the question 
of its future existence lies solely with the gen- 
eral student body, both those contributing to 
it and those who pay for it. The material in 
it can only be as good as the contributions 
submitted. The blame for its contents seldom 
can be' placed validly upon those who edit the 
material and see to its publication. The Edit- 
ors in the past have been students who were 
genuinely interested in creative writing and 
knew better than most students what good 
creative writing is; although here one must 
admit there have been notable exceptions. , 
As for students generally, the responsibil- 
ity lies not only to buy, but to cxnmine, dis- 
cuss, and appraise the matcrinl with 'whatever 
critical ability they possess.

A Critical Approach To Forge 

Another sad thing about Forge, 
ciàlîy under these conditions, is that 
quite impossible for one slim public 



Forge as the university literary maga- 
zine has a fairly high standard to main- 
tain. As the sole publication of this nature, 
' it should by all righta^ illustrate- th<; : htst 
work of those doing creative writing on the 
campus. It should be the shop window, the 
yardstick, for the best creative activity of 
McGill. 

What has the reputation of Forge been 
j in this respect? Actually, one cannot be too 
, suie whether Forge has much of a rcputa- 
, tion of any sort. On the whole, from what 
, one may pick up here and there in casual . 
i conversation, the standard is fairly good; 

not poor at any rate, yet by no means çx- 
] cellent. The great trouble is that Forge ap- 
j pears after The Daily has' ceased publica- 
| tion for the year; many do not read it until 
i they have finished their exams and have 
i gone home, and little or nothing is said of it 
'i in the Montreal papers. Thus Forge slips 
J by like some sort of ghost from year to 
: year without being publicly seen or arrested. 
For a display of our creative output, it fails 
rather miserably and any boos or possible 
shrieks of delight arc heard 'only in the in- 
. dividual private study, bedroom, or other 
j personal reading place. 

Since it never has'the opportunity to be 
^.criticised or publicly commented, on, it does 
little good for the writers who have contri- 
i (buled to it. And this has a doubly bad 
effect. Not only do the writers never know 
what people other than the editors think of 
' their work, but the readers, at least a large • 
Dumber of thenr, never know what they 
should think of the matcrinl either. 

Undoubtedly, a few readers arc left 
each year still in the dark as to what some 
poems or short stories mean. They do not 
understand them, and thus certainly can- 
not make any fair judgement. And of what 
I use, of what effective reality, is writing, or 
: anything else which is produced but never 
1 evaluated. It might just as well be non- 
j existent; something laid away in n cup- 
S board, its range of possibilities unexplored 
and unknown.

Most amazing thing about him, 
however, Is that his supply ot in- 
formation never exceeds the de- 
mand, for David never bores. On 
the contrary, he Is a delightful 
conversationalist and a great wit, 
as those who have heard him on 
radio programmes know. When 
asked the name of the American 
General who had got into trouble 
for surrendering Detroit to the 
British In the war ot 1812, he 
replied at once that the only 
general he associated with De- 
troit was Genéràl Motors. He is 
at his best when introducing or 
thanking speakers. And his re- 



marks ai the chairman of our 
Inaugural lectures ara a joy to 
the ataff. At one ot theie he was 
Introducing a new Profeiaor ot 
Accounting and said that although

It was 
David, again, who suggeited that

Forge, as it exists at present will never be 
an adequate display for the work done at 
McGill. Either we should have another 
publication, or we should have more and 
bigger Forges. 

.Inertia on the part of many students 
toward contributing to Forge will have to 
be overcome. Rather than more publicity 
before it goes to the presses, it might he 
more effective to have increased publicity 
after- being placed, on the stands. 
f What actually do we expect from a 
university literary magazine? We do not 
expect writing which will remind us of the 
high school annual, or the. boarding school 
perennial. Neither do we expect completely 
professional work. Yet we do expect to find 
some technical skill and probably quite a 
bit of experimentation. And above all, we 
expect something exciting, nnd perhaps one 
or two gems of a more or less.explnsive fort. 
There i« another thine which we might 
reasonably hope lor: originality. . 

The past few years of Forge have given 
little of this freshness, little of striking 
originality, practically nothing of the char- 
acter of T.N.T. Tt has given some interest- 
ing pieces of writing, some pretty fair ex- 
amples of technical skill, awesome gems- 
arousing both pleasure and ridiculous lnuch- 
ter. If there were a word just somewhat 
higher than mediocre, I would use it. 

However, we should look at last year's 
Forge and see if we can produce some effec- 
tive criticism as well as having a good look '. 
at this mysterious magazine's contents.

West Must Aid 
Asia In Solving 
Problem -Puxley 

"Southeast Asia is now in a 
graver position than it has ever 
been in its history," said the Rev 
James Puxley. yesterday at a 
forum sponsored jointly by the 1SS 
and SCM. 

Reverend Puxley spoke on the 
economic problems of Southeast 
Asia and western responsibilities 
in them. He enumerated and dis- 
cussed in detail the f IvcWundamen 
tal underlying factors of the area's 
present: difficulties; A very large 
population resulting in chronic un- 
dernourishment, a small cultivable 
area of land per head, too small a 
share of the world's mineral re- 
sources, lack of capital and technf 
cal underdevelopment were des- 
cribed as the basic causes. 

The West has a moral duty to 
do all it can to relieve these condl 
Hons, Rev. Puxley said, especially 
because It has derived considerable 
benefits in trade from South East 
Asia during te last centuries. While 
we cannot do much about some of 
the problems, the Western countries 
should offer, their help In the way 
of technical improvements, ma- 
chinery and experts, and in the in- 
jection of gift .or loan capital to 
the area's industry. "We have a 
moral challenge to help," Ttcv. 
Puxley concluded, "even if this 
should mean lowering our own 
standard of living."

Toiondaf Post' Probes Question 
Of Corrupt ion in Collese Football 



In a front page story headlining 
the question "Can Big Time Foot- 
ball Corrupt Canada's Colleges?" 
The Financial Post last week dealt 
a powerful probing punch to the 
soft middle-section of Canadian 
College football. 

; "The nearest step to subsidised 
players are McGill's "Loan Ran- 
gers," who have their expenses 
underwritten by a loan fund set 
up by alumni and others Interested 
In getting better football material," 
says The Post, and goes on to 
point out that although College 
football has graduated out of the 
sports-for-sports sake status, never- 
theless U is still completely pure 
above the board, and only mildly 
soiled below, 

Universities themselves can offer 
the athlete little but free training, 
meal tickets, a low-paying part 
time job, help In finding summer 
employment — and glory. Small 
tuition scholarships are of . course 
available, though competition for 
these Is keen. • However some 
eager alumni are always willing to 
provide the athlete with pocket 
money, gifts and part time or full- 
time employment .Such cases arc 
rare, according to The Post and 
in many cases are prompted by 
genuine Interest Jn the student in-, 
volved. 

Despite these facts extremely 
high stakes are Involved in college 
football, and In some cases the very 
existence, of a university's athletics 
department would be threatened 
should the profit resulting, from 
senior football be cut off. 

A casi In point is McGill, where 
lncomc¥rom football last year was 
about $ÎM,000, leaving a profit' of 
almost $80,000 after expenses had

is that McGill's athletic budget 
totals $225,000, of which only one 
third is paid for by general student 
athletic fees. Thus all the profit 
from football Is used to keep other 
athletic activities In existence, and 
should this protit be lost, McGill's 
-thlctic debt, instead of being 
$15,000 as It was last year, would 
be almost $100,000. Either this, or 
other sports would have to be cur- 
tailed. 

Similarly at Varsity, should fool- 
ball profits be lost, then student 
athletic fees would be about $15, 
not $3 as they are now. 

Commented The. Post: "Football 
may well be considered the life 
blood of the University athletics." 

Recruiting of High School foot- 
ball, stars is far. from the high-; 
pressure methods employed by 
college scouts In the US. Atypical 
"sales job" for a Canadian Univer- 
sity would consist of a colour film 
of a college game, a review of the 
academic opportunities offered by 
the University and advice on 
course requirements. 

Players must maintain good 
marks when in College, but most 
football players are good students 
anyway. Only one of the 35 men 
on last year's Redmen squad 
failed his final exams. Players take 
courses ranging from Arts to -Engi- 
neering, but although the grind Is 
wearing, most student organiza- 
tions are open to players, who can 
also see their names in big head-' 
lines. 

Concluded The Post: "The record
